The man who narrow ly kist the 
presidency in IWO won the Repub­ 
lican nomination for governor in 
Tueaday’s primary election by a

Nixon defeated a young con­

Brown running against only token 
opposition, had a much easier time 
winning the Democratic nod. 
Returns 
from 
17,032 of the 
state's 31,212 precincts gave Nixon 
535.097, Shell 278,421. At the same 
time, Brown ran up 749,187 on the 
Democratic ballot against a com­ 


bined total of 131,744 for his three 
little-known opponents. 
The 4Wyear-old former vice pres­ 
ident faces a formidable task in 
the fall. But the rewards are great 
—control of a state which in 1963 
will be the nation's most heavily 
populated, plus leadership of a po­ 
tent political force in 1964 when 
the presidency once again will be 
at stake 
California’s registration favors 
Democrats by almost 3 2. The 
Shell-Nixon results showed a defi­ 
nite cleavage in GOP ranks be­ 
tween conservatives and moder­ 
ates—a split Nixon hopes to heal 
in the months rhead.
